Child When 


Start Reading Aloud to 


Very Young 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. , Foster, “there are some other ar- 


@ Every now and then in this col- 
umn I have urged parents to read 
to the baby and young child. 
More at length, I have discussed 
this matter in Bcoks and Babies. 
I can think of no finer means of 
good home education. 

The child who, long before he 
enters school, has enjoyed listen- 
ing raptly to the reading of stories 
he has heard over and over again 
in exactly the same language, has 
been exercised ‘in good habits of 
concentration. Also he has gained 
patterns of expression. This ex- 
perience should prove very valu- 
able to him at school. 

I have urged also that parents 
read to the child “even long past 
the time he enters school.” True, 
an occasional child, if read to go 
late, will choose to listen -rather 
than to employ the effort to read 
to himself. What he may then like 
to hear read will be, in language 
and meaning, far more advanced 
than the books from which he gets 
his reading lessons, 


Spurs Child’s Efforts 


My three children were enjoying 
stories of fifth and sixth grade 
level when they entered school, 
and two of the three lagged in 
learning to read in the first two 
grades—good readers four or five 
years later. 

But we kept on reading to them. 
They found things in these books 


selves when there was nobody on 
hand to read to them. Sometimes 
we would read part of an old fa- 
vorite, whose vocabulary was 
easy, and find occasion to be “too 
busy to finish it.” Then the impa- 
tient youngster would read it to 
himself. 

Dr. Josephine Féster, Principal 
of Nursery School and Kinder- 
garten, at Minnesota University, 
author of “Busy Childhood” and 
other excellent books for teachers 
and parents, suggests that I dis- 
cuss in my column “reading aloud 
to children after they are old 
enough to read for themselves.” 

“In my experience,” writes Dr.

guments for reading to these old- 
er children, besides those which 
you present so interestingly in 
your book. I have found, for ex- 
ample, that many fine books for 
children in the elementary grades 
are heavy reading for the chil- 
dren at the beginning, but that 
once you get them launched into 
the book, they can’t wait for you 
to finish it for them but ask, 
‘Would you mind if I read some in 
the book for myself?’ (The Trum- 
peter of Krakow was one book 
which worked this way in my fam- 
ily.) Of course, not every book 
creates enough interest even when 
read aloud to carry on... 


Helps Pronunciation 


“Point number two which I 
would like to make is that younger 
children listen gladly when stories 
are being read to old children, and 
absorb much of it unintentionally. 

“Point number three is that 
only through reading aloud does a 
child hear some words correctly 
pronounced. The stress on silent 
reading which was popular a few 
years ago seems to me to have 
produced a group of young people 
who can read and write correctly 
many words which they cannot 
use acceptably in oral speech.”

Solving Parent Problems 


Q. Why are parents so often 
warned against making threats? 

A. Because they so often, when 
they threaten, don’t intend to 
carry out the threat. Threats care- 
fully chosen and enforced can be 
very effective and keep the child 
from certain wrong conduct. Prac- 
tically all laws are threats: they 
tell you what will happen if you 
do so and so. If this always did 
happen there would be very little 
violation of the law, very little 
crime.
